RAWS indicated by phone that he 
vaa not too anxious to meet with the undersigned and that his only 
reason far contacting £ HI had been to "offer his resignation to 
the Agency".

2, The undersigned mot with RAUS in H/att stills on 22 January from about 
1900 to 2130 hours* She following is pertinent: 

a* RAUB was at the expected place when the undersigned arrived. It 
was obvious that he had done scoe drinking prior to the meeting and he 
immediately admitted that this was the case. He ordered beer and consumed 
some six bottles during the evening. However, in fairness to him, he 
seems to have a great capacity for liquor and, despite the fact that he 
usually takes little or no food, had good presence of mind throughout the 
entire meeting ♦ 
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b. RAUS case to the point immediately and indicated that he 

H wished to resign** as he had now decided that he cannot go on fighting 
the Agency, the FBI, et cetera. He explained that both the FBI and the 
Agency seem to be against him and therefore, though he hod made a good 
attempt, he was now willing to throw in the towel «sd 11 to let the chips 
fall where they may". 

c. According to RAUB, he became dissatisfied with the undersigned 
after the 1 6 January 196 k phono call as RAUB felt that the Agency "had 
no right to. exploit his wife". He further pointed out MbmX, in his 
opinion, the undersigned had once promised to pay his wife for 
transcribing the tape but had now backed out of this premise. "This was 

.the straw- which broke the camel's back" and the reason why he contacted

^advised him that the Under slgnedwould still be the channel — * 

communication, RAUS decided that he would fight no longer and would 
dissociate himself frda the Agency. He explained that, while 
JZ- (with wham he met cmeeo or twice) was a fine straight-forward 

^individdal, the undersigned was to "sophisticated and too. much of an 
operator with whom he (RAUS) could not speak heart-to-heart" . He felt 
^that this "mentality of intrigue" was too much for such a simple person 
’as him and, os a result, he felt that there was no point to meeting with 
the undersigned. 

d. RAUB admitted that he contacted a Mr. Baker, a high level aide or 
adviser to J. Mger Hoover, to discuss the HEIRS affair. Baker, to whom 
RAUS identified himself aid provided a resume of the background, became 
very angry with RADS and pointed out that the FBI could not confirra— or 
deny — the existing rumours about HEIRS. Moreover, Baker stated that RAUB 
"should not even know that H&IHB was suspect". RAUB detected that Baker, 
as Payne (hie regular FBI contact) before him, was most upset with RAUS. 

In appealing to the FBI, RAUS tried to establish whether the FBI had 
written to the RCMP concerning HEIRS to give HEIRS a clean bill of health. 

■ The FBI refused to give RAUS any reply in this respect.
